Schubert moved to approve donating $600 to ISAC for the development of procedures
and standards to assist in the mitigation of soil compaction on ag lands caused by utility
construction occurring in wet soils. Leonard seconded the motion and it carried, all
voting Aye.

A motion by Schubert and seconded by Leonard to approve and authorize the Chair to
sign a waiver of DOT Right of Way property 7.26 Acres in Section 6 of Silver Creek along
Hwy 20. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Leonard moved to approve a Liquor License for The Shovel. Schubert seconded a
motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Schubert to approve Resolution 22-39
Transferring $524,954.51 from Wind Tower #1 Fund to the Debt Service Fund. Motion
carried, all voting Aye.
